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Acting pursuant to the authoritiy vested in it by the
Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938, particularly sections
205 (a), 9501, 601 {a} and 603 of said Act, and finding
that its action is desirabie in the publi¢ interest and
is necessary to carry out the provisions of, and to exer-
cise and perform its powers and duties under said Act,

the Civil Aeronautics Authority hereby amends the Civil

Air Regulations as follows:

Effective July 15, 1940, the Civil Air Regula-
tions, as amended, are amended as follows:
1. Parts 00 and 01, as amended, of the Civil Air

01.1 Registration certificates.

01.10 Applicaiion. Application for the regisiration

of an aircraft shall be made upon the applicable form pre-
scribed and furnished by the Authority, and shall be accom-
panied by proper documentary evidence of the applicani's
ownership of the aircraft sought to be registered.

01.11 Duraiion. The registration and certificate

issued pursuani thereto shall be of sixty days' duration
and, unless the holder thereof is otherwise notified by

ithe Authoriiy within such period, shall continue in effect
indefinitely thereafier except that it shall immediately
expire upon the date (1) +the ownership of the aircrafi is
transferred, (2) the aircraft is registered under the laws
of any foreign country, (3) the registration of the air-
craft is cancelled at the written request of the owner,

or (4) the aircraft is totally destroyed or scrapped.
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01.12 Transferability and interim operation. A regis-
tration certificate is not transferable. Upon the transfer
ownership of an aircrafi registered as an aircraft of the
United States, the aircraft may be operated without regis—
tration for a period of 60 days from the date of such trans-
fer,* if the following conditions are complied with:

{a) On the date the registered owner transfers owner—
ship of such aircraft, he shall endorse the registration
ceriificate in the manner provided thereon and deliver such
certificate to the purchaser. The purchaser shall, on the
date of the purchase, either file application for registra-
tion or advise ihe Authority in writing of the date of the
purchase and his name and address.

(b). If, prior to the re-registration of the aircraft,
a further iransfer or iransfers of ownership of the air-
craft shall be made, each person making such transfer shall
give the registration certificate to the purchaser. The
purchaser, shall, on the date of the purchase, either file
an application for registration or advise the Authority in
writing of the date of the purchase and his name and ad-
dress.

*Note: Any operation of the aircraft without registra-

tion after this 60 day period is a violation of the Act.
Therefore, if the purchaser is not going to make further
transfer of the airgraft it is to his advantage to make ap~
plication for a registration certificate as soon as possible
in order to have the aircraft registered within the 60 day
period.
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01.13 Invalidation. Any registration of an aircraft

by the Authority shall be null and void if at the time of
registraiion {a) the aircrafi was registered under.the laws
of any foreign country; or (b) the person regisiered as
owner was not the true and lawful owner of the aircraft; or
{c) the person registered as owner was not a citizen of the
United States as defined in section 1 (13) of the Civil
Aeronauiics Aclt of 1938, or the interesi of such person in
the aircrafi was created by any transaction not entered
into in good faith but for the purpose of avoiding, with or
without ithe knowledge of the registered owner, the provi-.
sion of the Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938, prohibiting the
registration of an aircraft in the name of a person not a
¢citizen of the United States.

01.2 Airworthiness certificates.

01.20 Application. Application for an airworthiness

certificate may be made by the registered owner of any
aircrafi regisiered as an aircraft of the United States
upcn the applicable form prescribed and furnished by the
Authority.

01.21 Requirements for igsuance., Pricr io the issu-

ance of an airworthiness certificate, the subject aircraft
shall be inspecied by a duly authorized representative for
the Authority to delermine whether it is in condition for
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safe operation and complies with the airworthiness re-
quirements specified in the Civil Air Regulations: Pro-
vided, That an airworthiness certificate may be issued for
an aircraft for which no such certificate has previously
been issued and which has been manufactured under a type
certificate or under a type and a productlion certificate
if the applicant for such certificate, upon request, pre~
sents to a duly authorized representative for the Author—
ity a Statement of Conformitly properly executed by the
manufacturer of the aircraft on a form prescribed and
furnished by the Authority, and if the aircraft satisfac-
torily passes an inspection made to determine whether
such aircraft is in condition for safe operation: Pro-

vided further, That an aircraft manufaciured under a type

certificate only shall underge, and an aircraft manufac—
tured under a type and a production certificate may be
required to undergo, an inspection to determine whether
such aircraft conforms to ithe iype certificate under which
it is manufactured.

01.22 Aircraft Operation Record requirements. An

aircrafi for which an airworthiness ceri{ificate is current-
ly in effect, hereinafier referred to in these regulations
as a certificated aircraft, shall not be operated unless
there is attached to such airworthiness certificate the
appropriate Aircraft Operation Record prescribed and issued

by the Autheority, nor shall such aircrafi be operated cother
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than in accordance with the limitations for safe operations
prescribved and set forth by the Authoriiy in such record.
An aircrafi for which an airworthiness or experimental cer-
tificate is in effect on the effective date of ihis seciion
may be operated without an Aircraft Operation Record until
expiration, cancellation, or revocation of any such certif-
icate.

01.23 Duration. An airworthiness certificate shall

be of 60 days' duration and, unless the holder thereof is
otherwise notified by the Authority within such period,
shall continue in effect indefinitely ithereafier, unless
suspended, revoked, or cancelled by the Authority, except
that it shall immediately expire (1) at the end of a spe-
cifically designated period* after the date of issuance of
the certificate or after the date of the last endorsement
thereof, whichever is later, if ihe holder of such certif-
icate fails io secure within such period an examination or
inspection by an authorized inspecior for {he Authority,
or (2) at any time an authorized inspector of the Authoritiy
shall refuse to endorse such certificate after examination
or inspectiion.

*Note: A statement of duration in substantially the
form of § 01.23 will appear on all airworthiness certifi-
cales. The above reference to a "specifically designated
period" means the period which will be designated on each
airworthiness certificate. Under ordinary c¢ircumsiances

an airworthiness certificate will have ito be endorsed
gach year.
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01.24 Transferability. An airworthiness certificate

and the attached currently effective Aircraft Operation
Record, upon transfer of ownership, shall remain with the
aircraft for which they were issued.

- 01.3 Registraticn and airworthiness certificate rules.

01.30 Display, cancellaticn and surrender.

01.300 Display. A registration and an airworthiness

certificate shall be carried at all times in the aircraft
for which such certificates have been issued, and shall be
presented upon the request of any duly authorized repre-
sentative for the Authority, or any State or municipal
official charged with enforcing local laws or regulations
involving Federal compliance.

01.301 Cancellation. An airworthiness certificate

may be cancelled upon the written request of the registered

owner of the aircraft.

01.302 Surrendsr. Upon the cancellation, suspension,

revocation, expiration, or invalidation of a regisiration
certificate or an aircraft airworthiness certificate, the
owner of the aircraft shall, upon requesti, surrender such
certificates to any officer or employee of the Authority.

01.31 Inspection. An inspector of the Authority

shall be permitied at any time and place to make such in-
spections as may be deemed necessary to delermine compli-
ance with the requirements of this Part of the Civil Air

Regulations.



01 32 Operation of damaged or altered certificated

aircraft. If any certificated aircraft shall be damaged
so as to require a major repair, or shall undergo a major
alteration (see Part 18 of the Civil Air Regulations),
such aircraft shall not be operated until examined, in-
spected and approved by a duly authorized representative
for the Authoriiy. When a certificated aircrafi, or any
aircrafit engine or propeller thereof, has undergone a
major repair or major alteration, such aircraft shall,
prior to carrying passengers, be test flown by a piloti
having not less than 200 sol¢ hours and holding an appro-
priate rating for the aircraft to be test flown.

01.33 Maintepance of certificated aircraft. A cer-

tificated aircraft shall not be operated unless maintained
in condition for safe operations.

01.34 Periodic and other inspecltions of ceriificated

aircrafi.

01 340 Pericdic ingpection. A certificated aircrafit

shall not be operated unless, within the 100 hours of
flight time lasit preceding such operation, such aircraft
shall have been given a periodic inspection. Such inspec-
tion shall be made by a person to whom there has been is-
sued a currently effective and appropriate mechanic cer-
tificate, and shall be made in accordance with the Periodic
Aircraft Inspection Repori form prescribed and furnished
by the Authority. Provided, That in the case of aircraft
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operated in scheduled air transportation service, such
inspection shall be made in accordance with a form accept-
able to the Authority. The results of such inspection V
shall be entered in the aircraft log-book and on tihe
Pericodic Aircraft Inspection Repori form over the signa-
ture and certificate number of the person making the same.

01.341 Other inspections. In all cases, except in-

spections following repairs or alterations to certificated
aircraft, the registered owner shéll be responsible for
having such aircraft given a periodic inspection, by a
person to whom there has been issued a currently effective
and appropriate mechanic certificate, within a reasonable
time prior to presentation for inspection by a duly au-
thorized representative of the Authority. In cases of
inspections following repairs or alterations of aircraft,
such representative may require such inspection of the
aircraft as he deems necessary, by a berson to whom there
has been issued a currently effective and appropriate
mechanic certificate. The resulis of such inspections
shall be entered in the aircraft log-book over the signa-
ture and certificatie number of the person making the same.

01.35 Log-books. The registered owner of a certifi-

cated aircraft shall be responsible for the maintenance
and, upon request, the presentation to a duly authorized
representative for the Authority, of a log-book for the
aircraft and a log-book for each engine installed therein.
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Such log-~-books shall be current, accurate, legible, and
permanent records. The aircraft log-book shall contain a
complete operating history of the aircraft which shall in-
clude, but shall not be limited to, flight time of ihe air-
craft, reports of periodic or other inspeciions, repairs,
and alteraiions of the aircraft structure and propellers.
Each engine log-book shall contain a complete operating
history of the aircrafti engine to which it pertiains, which
shall include, but shall not be limited to, the running
time of the engine, both on the ground and in the air,
reports of periodic or other inspections, repairs, and
alteraiions of the aircrafi engine.

01.36 Notification and report of accidents. Notifi-

cation and repori of accidents involving aircraft shall be
made in accordance with the Air Safety Board regulations

on this subject.*

*Noie: The Air Safety Board regulations on this sub-
ject are as follows:

(1)} Notification. W®hen death or serious injury to
person or substantial damage to property resulis from an
accident invelving aircraft, the airman concerned and the
registered owner or operator of the aircraft, if physi-
cally able, shall notify the Air Safeiy Board of the Civil
Aeronautics Authority immediately, either in person or by
telegraph or telephone, siating the registered number of
the aircraft and he time, place and nature of the acci-
dent: Provided., That noiification, for the attention of
the Air Safety Board, to the Civil Aerconautics Authority
or any of its inspectors, shall be deemed to constitute
notification io the Air Safety Board in accordance with
this paragraph. If notification is to be given direct to
the Air Safeiy Board, such notification may be made to
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either the principal office of the Air Safety Board in
Washington, D. C., or to its nearest known branch office
or field representative.

{2) Report. All accidents involving aircraft which
cause death or injury to person, or damage to the aircraft
or other property, shall be reported without delay by, or
on behalf of, the airman and by, or on behalf of, the reg-
istered owner or operator of the aircraft to the Air Safety
Board of the Civil Aeronautics Authority at iis nearest
office. Such reports shall be submitted on accident re-
port forms provided for this purpose by the Air Safety
Board and shall include all factis, conditions, and circum-—
stances relating to the accident and all pertinent infor-
mation for which space is provided on the report form.

NOTE: See § 60.32 for identification mark requirements
for aircraft.

02.1 Tvpe certificaies.

02.10 Application. Application for a type certificate
for an aircraft, aircraft engine, propeller, or for any ap—
pliance specified in the Civil Air Regulations as eligible for
such certificate, shall be made upon the applicable form pre-
scribed and furnished by the Authoriiy.

02.11 Requirements for issuvance. The applicant shall

submit, with the application or within a reasonable time
thereafter, iechnical data, including drawings, representing
the design, material, specifications, consiruction, and per-
formance of the aircraft, aircraft engine, propeller, or
appliance, and during manufacture and after compleiion, such
aircrafi, aircraft engine, propeller, or appliance shall be
subjected to specified tests and shall successfully meet
specified standards. The foregoing shall be successfully
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accomplished in such manner and form as may be required by
the Civil Air Regulations.

02.12 Duration., A type certificate shall be of indefi-

nite duration, unless cancelled, suspended, or revoked by the

Authority.

02.13 Transferability and licensing. A type certifi-

cate is transferable, and the benefits of such certificate
may be extended by licensing arrangements. In the event of
any transfer or licensing arrangement, the person making the
transfer or grantiing the license shall immediately notify the
Auvthority in writing. Upgn the termination of any licensing
arrangement, the person holding the license shall immediately
notify the Authority in wriiing.

02.2 Producticon certificates.

02.20 Application. Application for a production cer-

tificate for an aircraft, aircraft engine, propeller, or for
any appliance specified in the Civil Air Regulatiions as
eligible for such certificate, shall be made upon the appli-
cable form prescribed and furnished by the Authority.

02.21 Requirements for issuance. The applicant shall

hold a currently effective type certificate for the type of
aircraft, alrcraft engine, propeller, or appliance proposed
to be manufactured or shall hold a current right to the
benefits of such type certificate undef a licensing arrange-
ment. The applicant shall also demonsirate, to the satis-
faction of the Authority, that he is adequately prepared fo
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produce duplicates of the aircraft, aircrafit engine, propel-
ler, or appliance for which such type certificate has been

issued.

02.22 Productiion Limitation Record. The benefiis of

a production certificate shall be available only with respect
io the type certificate or certificates set forth in the cur-
rently effective Produciion Limitation Record*, prescribed
and issued by the Authority, which shall be attached 10 the
production certificate.

02.23 Duration. A production certificate shall be of

60 days' duraticn and, unless ihe holder thereof is otherwise
notified by the Authority within such period, shall coniinue
in effect indefinitely thereafier, unless cancelled, suspended,

or revoked by the Authority.

02.24 Transferability. A production certificate shall

not be transferred.

02.3 Type and production certificate rules.

02.30 Display. Type and production certificates shalil
be presented upon the request of any duly authorized repre-
sentative of ithe Awthoriiy, or any State or municipal official
charged with enfcreing local laws or regulations invglving

Federal compliance.

*Note: This Reccrd will contain a list of the type certifi-
cates with respect to which the production certificate is ap-

plicable. It csupprlants the "letter of transmittal" heretofore
issued.
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02.31 Cancellation. Type and producijon certificates

may be cancelled upon the written request of the holder thereof.

02.32 Surrender. Upon the cancellation, suspension,

revocation, or expiration of a type or production certificate,
the holder thereof shall, upon regquest, surrender such cer—
tificate to any officer or employee of the Authority.

02.33 Ingpection. An inspector of the Authority shall
be permitted at any time and place 1o make such inspections
as may be deemed necessary to determine compliance with the
requirements of this Part of the Civil Air Regulations.

02.34 Statement of Conformity. The holder of a iype cer-

tificate or of a current right to the benefits of a type certifi-
cate under a licensing arrangement, upon the transfer by him of
the ownership of any aircrafi manufaciured under such type cer-
tificate, shall, unless an airworthiness certificate has previ-
ously been issued, furnish to the transferee of such aircraft a
Statement of Confornity on a form prescribed and furnished by

the Authority.

02.35 Production reporis. On the firsi day of January and

July of each year and at such other iimes as the Authoriiy may
require, every holder of a type certificate, of a production cer-
tificate, or of a current right to the benefitis of a type certif-
icate under a licensing arrangement, shall transmit to the Au-
thority a correct and completely executed production report on
the form prescribed and furnished by the Authority. Such re-
ports shall be transmitted regardless of whether any aircraft,
aircraft engines, propellers, or appliances were constructed

during the period covered by the report.”
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3. Section 60.32 of Part 60 of the Civil Air Regulations
is amended so as to read as follows:

"60.32 Identification mark. WNo aircraft {excepi a foreign

aircraft provided for in section 6 of the Air Commerce Act of
1926, as amended) shall be operated within the United States un-
less it displays an identification mark assigned thereto by the
Authority: Provided, That aircraft ¢f the national defense
forces >f the United Siates shall be identified by the agency
having jurisdictiom over such aircraft, in a manner satis-
factory to the Authority. The identification marks assigned

by the Authoriiy shall be as follows:

(2} A certificated aircraft which has fully complied with
the minimum airworthiness requirements speciried in the Civil
Air Regulations, shall display the Roman capital letters NC
followed by the registration number.

(b) A certificated aircraft which has not demonstrated
compliance with the airworthiness requirements specified in
the Civil Air Regulations but which, in the opinion of the
Authority, is in condition for safe operation for particular
activities, shall display the Roman capital letiers NR
followed by the regisiration number.

{c) A certificated aircraft which has not demonstrated
compliance with the airworthiness requirements specified in
the Civil Air Regulations but which, in the opinion of the
Avtheriiy, is in condition for safe operation for experimental
purposes shall display the Roman capital letters NI followed
by the regisiration number.
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(d) An uncertificated aircraft shall display the regis-
tration number only.

(e) A certificated aircraft manufactured in the United
States for delivery to a foreign purchaser may display such
marks or insignia as the appropriate foreign government shall
designate. Such aircraft may only be operated for the pur~
pose of test flights and demonstration for a limited time in
the immediate vicinity of the manufacturer's airport or for
the sole purpose of delivery to the foreign purchaser.

60.320 Location for display. The identification mark

on conventional aircraft shall be displayed, in the case of

a biplane, on the lower surface of the lower left wing and

on the upper surface of the upper right wing and, in the case
of a monoplane, on the lower surface of the left wing and the
upper surface of the right wing: Provided, That if the length
of the lower left wing of a biplane is less than one-half the
length of the upper left wing, the identification mark shall |
be displayed on the lower surface of the upper left wing as

far to the left as possible. The top of the letters and figures
shall be toward the leading edge. The height shall be at least
four-fifths of the mean chord but need not exceed 30 inches.
The mark shall also be located on both sides of the vertical
tail surface of all conveniional airplanes, of a size as large
as a two-inch margin will permit. On gliders the letters and
figures shall be displayed in the same manner and place pre-
scribed for conventional airplanes except the minimum height
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shall be 15 inches. On aircraft other than conventional
airplanes or gliders the identification mark shall be dis-
played in such manner as may be prescribed by thé Avthority
upon examination of a three-view drawing to scale of the air-

craft.

60.321 Letteripg. The widih of the letter and figures

(except the figure 1) shall be at least two-thirds of their
height. The widih of each stroke shall be at least one-

sizxth of the height of the letters and figures, which shall

be of uniform size. The space between such letters and figures
shall be not less than one-sixth of the height. Such letters
and figures shall be painied on the aircraft in a solid color
and on a clearly conirasting background. Such identification
mark shall be kept clean and clearly visible. No othef design,
mark, or symbol which might modify or confuse the assigned mark
shall be placed on the aircraft except with the approval of a

duly authorized inspector of the Authority."

4. Section 04.000 of Part 04 of the Civil Air Regula-
tions is amended so as 1o read as follows:

"04.000 Airworihiness certificate. The airworthiness

requirements specified hereinafter shall be used as a

basis for the certification of airplanes: Preovided, That
an airplane manufactured in accordance with, and conforming
to, the current aircrafti specifications issued therefor
prior 1o the effective date of these regulations will be

eligible for an airworihiness certificate if the Authority
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determines such airplane is in condition for safe operation:

Provided further, That an airplane which has not demonstrated

compliance with the airworthiness requirements specified
hereinafter but which, in the opinion of the Authority, is
in condition for safe operation for experimental purposes
or for particular activities, will be eligible for an air-

worthiness certificate.”
